—is likely to lead to any thing.

Three state constitutional amendment proposals 
will appear on the Nov. 3 ballot and all three have 
our endorsement. 
Issue No. 1 would authorize the General Assem­ 
bly to enact legislation granting property tax relief 
to resident homeowners 65 y ears of age or older 
who may be living on low. fix ed incomes.

In our area North Canton and Louisville would 
be affected by the amendment because they are 
the only charter cities. 
Approval of the amendment would save munici­ 
palities money and bring the charter change pro­ 
cedure in line with the standard notification prac­ 
tice for other ty pes of official business affecting the 
public. 
We recommend a “Yes" vot« on all three issues. 


Ceausescu and Independence 


Romanian President Nicolae Ceausecu continues 
on his strikingly independent course. 
President of the Communist country since 1965, 
Mr. Ceausescu constantly has deviated from the 
orthodox Moscow line. 
His outspokenness, however, still is conducted 
within specific bounds. 


IN AUGUST 1968, when the Soviet Union engin­ 
eered the occupation of Czechoslovakia. F*resident 
Ceausescu condemned the move as a “flagrant vio­ 
lation of the sovereignty of a brother socialist 
country " 
Later with 20 Soviet divisions deply ed on his bor­ 
der, he said “nothing can hinder successful coop­ 
eration and friendship between Romania and the 
Soviet Union.” 
It is a fine line that the unorthodox Romanian 
leader observes. He keeps an ey e on the line but is 
not overly intimidated by it. 
So far he has kept out of deep trouble while pur­ 
suing his less-dependence-on-Moscow goals. 
One of the cornerstones of this policy is to im-

He also will spend two day s in Washington nex t 
week discussing the world situation with President 
Nix on and underscoring his independent stance.

That 
sort of thing never happens in 
America ex cept when the Wom­ 
en's Lib girls decide to stand 
around and make dirty remarks 
to passing construction work­ 
ers.

WASHINGTON - When Con­ 
gress approved a bill recently 
to finance a railroad corpora­ 
tion to help maintain passeng­ 
er service in America, critics 
Immediately called it “nationa­ 
lization."

government — federal, state 
and local — drove the railroads 


out of the passenger business 
by supply ing more than 247 
billion dollars over the last 50 
y ears for highway s on which 
trucks, buses and automobiles 
travel and carry both the pas­ 
sengers and freight that used 
to furnish receipts to the rail 
lines. 
The American tax pay ers have 
paid the bill for these roads, 
but they will only have to pay 


a small fraction of this sum 
to assist the railroads. It was 
in the public interest for high­ 
way s to be provided, and it now 
has been found necessary to 
maintain a certain number of 
passenger trains. Most of the 
railroads are in financially un­ 
sound condition. The citizens of 
America need passenger serv­ 
ice by train in certain sections 
of the country and on certain

cently as in shambles. 
Meaning nothing personal, and 
abandoning his cigar and clip­

either house of Congress. 
Politically , therefore, Mr. Nix ­ 
on has been wasting his time 
wooing labor's national leader­ 
ship — he is discovering as he 
is hitting the blue collar trail. 
This, Mr Meany made cry stal 
clear in recent talks with his 
own national colleagues. 
Mr. 
Nix on knows this, has accept­ 
ed the challenge, has taken the 
campaign for labor votes away 
from the Republican National 
Committee and has handed it 
to a small White House inner 
circle of which Vice President 
Agnew is a member ex -officio. 
. . Our COPE (Committee 
on Political Education) machin­ 
ery is in good shape,” said 
AFL-CTO's campaign apparatus 
which is a party in all but 
name. 
“We have 
a 
lot of 
friends on Capitol Hill on the 
House side and on the Senate 
side we feel should come back. 
We feel that we have an ob­ 
ligation to try to bring them 
back, and we will be working 
in every precinct in the coun­ 
try ." 
If successful, this would de­ 
prive Mr. Nix on of what he 
wants most — control of the 
Senate. 
There are those pollsters and 
publications which say that lead­ 
ers such as Mr. Meany and 
international union presidents 
really can’t deliver a “labor 
vote’’ and it matters not what 
they do or who they endorse. 
There are those who have said, 
for ex ample, that Gov. Nelson 
Rockefeller has was.ed consid­ 
erable time wooing the hard 
hats and teamster leaders 
— 
for there is no “labor vote.” 


MANY OBSERVERS have a 
hang up on this. The play for 
the labor crowd 
is not 
the 
thing. The pitch is for labor s 
machinery , labor money , man­ 
power, telephone sq uads, 
pre­ 
cinct workers, Eleciion Day car 
pools and baby sitters — and 
for the heavy financing of rad­ 
io and 
television 
broadcasts 
which the unions supply . That’s 
the thing. 
Lo o k a t COPE, fo r ex a mple. 


During 
the 1968 
presidential 
campaign, it mailed over 115 
million pieces of pro-Humphrey 
literature. It made “millions of 
phone calls,” say s one COPE 
official. My own arithmetic puts 
it at some 200 million calls 
placed just before Election Day 
that y ear by 24,611 union men, 
women 
and their 
families in 
638 localities over 8 055 phones. 
They 
threw 
72.225 
house-to- 
house 
canvassers 
into 
the 
streets. On Election Day 91,500 
union volunteers got the vote 
out on balloting day . 
All this is not done with mir­ 
rors. There s a perfected data 
processing sy s.em. It worked 
m 1963 and almost defeated 
Dick Nix on. It’s working now. 
Here, for one ex ample, 
is 
how the COPE precinct work­ 
ers 
— 
today 's “new gen­ 
eration’s” alert version of the 
ancient bowler hat ward heel­ 
ers — get computerized lists of 
union men, women and rela­ 
tives who have not registered 
or who have not y et (on Elec­ 
tion Day ) turned out to vote. 
In 10 states, the top AFLr 
CIO 
Central 
Labor Council 
chiefs have gone to religious 
leaders — perhaps a bishop. 
They ask him for permission 
to go to the regional parochial 
hign schools and hire students 
at $1.75 an hour, plus food, to 
check registration lists. 
The 
labor men chose the 
private 
instead of public schools so 
that there would be no impli­ 
cation of political ex ploitation 
of the state or city educational 
sy stems. 
IN THESE 10 STATES per­ 
mission was granted. The labor 
men then chose one central 
parochial school. They 
asked 
the teachers — freq uently nuns, 
priests or other clerical 
in- 
s.ructors — to supervise the 
operation. The y oungsters were 
then given the full 
member­ 
ship lists of 
unions 
in the 
state. The pupils checked these 
lists against the rosters of the 
sta.e’s registered voters. Then 
lists of those not registered 
were sent along with data on 
those unionists who are eligible. 
Then the lists are dispatch 
ed to the OOPE national head­ 


q uarters here. Nex t move is to 
feed these names into the com­ 
puter in the International Assn. 
of Machinists (AFL-CIO) build­ 
ing. There the data is process­ 
ed. The electronic brain spews 
out any list for which it is ask­ 
ed — lists by streets, lists by 
precincts, lists by unions, list 
of union member on one street 
who can vote, or in one neigh­ 
borhood who have not y et reg- 
is.ered. 
In turn these are rushed back 
to the stales for political ac­ 
tion. In the past seven months, 
this has been the techniq ue in 
such industrialized 
states 
as 
M a s s achusetts, 
Connecticut, 
New York, New Jersey , Penn­ 
sy lvania, Ohio. 
In 1968 the AFL-CIO register­ 
ed 4.6 million new voters. Mil­ 
lions have been added since. 
Of course, no one knows how 
they will vote when they get 
behind the curtain. 
But at least the unions got 
them there. So there may not 
be a labor vote but there cer­ 
tainly is a vote-pulling labor 
machine — and the money , 
manpower and brain trusts to 
operate it. 
Mr. Nix on is on the road to 
neutralize it. Mr. Meany is on 
the road to keep Mr. Nix on 
neutralized.

Likewise, mail service is be­ 
ing hurt as rail transportation 
is curtailed across the country , 
and this in itself is damaging 
to American life. 
TRUCKS HAVE PLAYED a 
vital part in carry ing freight 
and have been able to deliver 
goods to points not reached by 
trains. The country has bene­ 
fited by both rail and hignway 
service. There were relatively 
few buses and trucks, and al­ 
most no airlines 40 y ears ago, 
when approx imately 20,000 pas­ 
senger trains were running be­ 
tween cities. Only 
a decade 
ago, there were 1,200, but the 
number now has been cut down 
to less than 400. 
The plan of the new corpora­ 
tion is not to replace all the 
railroads that have been dis­ 
continued but to help to restore 
train service deemed essential 
both for passengers and freight. 
The bill adopted by Congress 
authorizes the department 
of 
transportation to grant loans up 
to 200 million dollars for rail­ 
roads that will be operating 
passenger trains under contract 
with the new company , which 
is known as the National Rail­ 
road Passenger Corporation. It 
will have 15 directors, eight of 
whom will be named by Presi­ 
dent Nix on and will be subject 
to senate approval. The others 
will be elected by stockholders 
of the railroads. 
The government is ex pected 
to announce in November what 
trains it wants to keep operat­ 
ing. Final decision on routes 
and schedules will be made in 
January . It is believed that 
aervice will be furnished be­ 
tween major cities not mora 
than 300 miles apart and also 
between New York and Miami 
and between Chicago and New 
Orleans, as well as on three 
routes between the Midwest and 
the West Coast. 
While the number of intercity 
trains will be scaled down some­ 
what, the chances are that pub­ 
lic pressures in due time will 
bring a number of them back. 
For, as long as the government 
is indirectly financing railroads 
and making it possible for them 
to operate without loss, there 
will be demands for ex pansion 
of rail service. 
A GOOD MANY people do 
not like to travel on airplanes 
In some cases, this is based on 
fear, and in other cases on an 
individual dislike of crowded 
vehicles. But there are far more 
do want to ride on planes and 
there is no likelihood that the 
trafiic by air is going to be ad­ 
versely affected by having rail­ 
road 
service maintained to 
a substantial ex tent with the as­ 
sistance of the government. 
Obviously many of the rail­ 
roads ne^’d financial reorgani­ 
zation and are not able to float 
their securities in the market 
because of a lack of confidence 
among investors in the future 
of train service. Costs for wag­ 
es. fuel and supplies have risen 
in recent y ears and have inten­ 
sified the crisis that the com­ 
panies face. The decision of the 
federal government, therefore, 
to come to their rescue will not 
only conserve a large amount 
of working capital and help the 
finances of ex isting companies, 
but it will do much toward im­ 
proving passenger service 
in 
the Lnited States and afford an 
alternative to air travel, espe­ 
cially in bad weather. 
Also, 
freight transportation will be as- 
s: ted materially as railroads 
ex pand their facilities. 
On the whole, if this is “na­ 
tionalization” of railroads, then 
what happened when the high­ 
way s were built and maintain­ 
ed can also be called “nation­ 
alization.”
